Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 03/05/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 32-48 and 50-53 are pending. Claims 32 and 53 have been amended. Claims 
1-31 and 49 have been canceled. 

Examiner's Amendment

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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 32-48, 50-53 
are allowed. 

The primary reason for allowance is the inclusions of the following limitations in the 
combination as recited. 

Claim 32 is directed towards a system for displaying personal health information, 
comprising the steps of: generating a health model of an individual as a function of a data set of 
said health conditions related to said individual; generating a display model by adjusting a 
generalized model based on said health model, said display model defining (i) an image 
corresponding to said individual and at least one body part related to health information of said 
individual; generating said personalized image on a display corresponding to said display model; 
displaying current and historical conditions for the body part in response to activating an image 
section corresponding to the body part; and a logbook module with one or more of the following 
data elements selected from the group consisting of medication data, symptoms, events, 
treatment plans, lab tests, diets, appointment schedule, checkup schedule. 

Claim 32 closely relates to claim 1 of Brown et al. (6,032,1 19), specifically limitations b) 
and c) which recites a system for displaying health information, comprising: a processing means 
in communication with said set of inputs, said processing means for generating a personalized 
health model of said patient from a generalized health model of said patient and from a set of 
data [D[j]] and a display means in communication with said processing means, for generating a 
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display comprising a body image, said body image illustrating said personalized health model, 
said body image comprising an image map including at least one body part or organ, wherein 
said patient can access information on said at least one body part or organ by interacting with a 
section of said body image on said display means. 

Claim 32 of the instant pending application currently under allowance additionally 
includes limitations for displaying current and historical conditions for a body part in response to 
activating an image section corresponding to the body part; and a logbook module with one or 
more of the following data elements selected from the group consisting of medication data, 
symptoms, events, treatment plans, lab tests, diets, appointment schedule, checkup schedule. A 
terminal disclaimer was filed by the owner of Patent Number 6,032,1 19 on 04/23/2009. 

The instant pending application is allowed for similar reasons as Patent Number 
6,032,119 

Additionally, the closest prior art of record are as follows: 

The combination of Tacklind and Dormond does not specifically disclose displaying 
current and historical conditions for the body part in response to activating an image section 
corresponding to the body part and the logbook module. 

Reviews: Home Medical Advisor Pro does not specifically disclose a logbook module 
with one or more of the following data elements selected from the group consisting of 
medication data, symptoms, events, treatment plans, lab tests, diets, appointment schedule, 
checkup schedule. 
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Claims 33-48, 50-53 incorporates all the limitations of claim 32 and are allowed for the 
same reasons given above.
